THE ‘Senate on Friday concurred 
in the act of clemency and mercy 
done by the Houseof Representatives 
in the passage of the STAPLES’ Am- 
nesty bill, and that measure of relief 
to the hundreds of misguided men, 
who were led into violations of the 
law in the times of high excitement 
became the law of the land. 

We regard the passage of the bill 
as both timely and just. No sane 
man can construe this act of the 
legislature into a justification of 
crime. It was simply a recognition 
by the law-making power of the 
State of the abnormal social condi- 
tion that existed from 1868 to 1870, of 
the fact that men under the influerce 
of strong passion, at a time when 
reason has lost her hold upon their 
heads, hearts and hands, may be led 
into the commission of offenses, 
which in cooler moments they may 
regret. It was good statemanship to 
pass the act, since by its enactment 
into law, relief is given to thousands 
of afflicted hearts throughout the 
commonwealth. Now let our wan- 
derers return and give their best 
energies to the good, grand work of 
restoring the State to her former con- 
dition of prosperity.

The Debt, Banking, ce.

Mr. Epiror: The bills now before 
our Legislature in relation to the ad- 
justment of the public debt, and the 
passage of usury laws, suggest a few 
thoughts, which the writer desires to 
submit to your readers throvgii the 
columns of your paper.

And as the National banks were 
brought into existence for the pur- 

pose of helping the credit of the 

General Government by making new 

purchasers and increased demands 

for her bonds, which the banks were 
required to deposit as security for 
circulation, so let the State banks 
be a means of helping our State credit 
on the same principle. 

Suppose the debt to be adjusted ; 
thus encourage the State banks to 
issue their obligations asa circulating 
medium as of old—then in addition 
to the redemption means on hand, in 
the way of capital and values received 
for circulation issued, require them 
to deposit with the State Treasurer, 
thirty-three and cne-third per cent. 
on the circulation so issued in bonds 
of the State, to be held by him as ad- 
ditional security for the obligations 
so issued; and these obligations to be 
receivable in payment of taxes and 
other State dues. Under this plan, 
we would havea good, sound healthy 
currency, suflieient for the wants of 
our people, and be removed from the 
danger of a panic every time Wall 
Street locks up the currency of the 
country in speculative schemes. 

Such a moveas this would show to 
the world, that North Carolina val- 
ued her own paper, being willing to 
tuke it as collateral security to protect 
her people on the issue of ber banks 
—it would cause every bank to pur- 
chase the bonds of the State, and the 
semi-annual interest instead of being 
drained out of the State to pay bond- 
holders abroad, would be disbursed 
at home, and above all by the in- 
crease of a State currency, it would 
bring money rates down to the old 
level and render any new usury law 
operative and of fore
